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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 4/5/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. With regard to claim 1 , and Applicant's assertion that Maurille does not teach 
inserting a URL within a web page causing the browser to request interruption of a 
present application session, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. As discussed in the 
Office action of 2/7/2006, Maurille discloses a URL for causing the browser to request 
interruption (server sends an incoming message box to the client causing it to request 
interruption of a current session)(Col 19, Lines 2-9). 

3. With further regard to claim 1 , and Applicant's assertion that there is no teaching 
of a HTML document of URL generated in a first application instance of a first party and 
that a session of a second party is merely updated, The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Maurille clearly discloses that the incoming message box is sent from the 
server (Col 19, liens 3-4) and will be displayed no matter which mode the client is in 
(Col 19, Lines 8-10). 

4. With regard to claim 12, and Applicant's assertion that, in Phaal, the countdown 
function does not originate in an application instance established to serve a first party, 
the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Phaal clearly discloses that the countdown 
function does, in fact, originate at the server, in an application instance established to 
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serve a first party (at least Col 7, Lines 30-44). The countdown function is originated at 
the server, placed into a deferral message, and transmitted to the client.
